FARM BUREAU VIEWS 
CITY SALES - USE TAX 


The state legislature during 
the 1967 session approved a sta­ 
tute which permits Texas cities 
to adopt local (city) sales tax­ 
es levied on the same basis as 
that used by the state. The law 
provides for a local 
election 
and, if approved, the city sales 
tax is collected by the 
state 
comptroller along with the col­ 
lection of the state sales tax . 
Only those living within a city 
are eligible to vote but 
a ll 
sales are taxed. A farmer 
or 
rancher living out of the 
city 
lim its of a city having 
the 
sales tax w ill be required to pay 
the tax but denied the right to 
vote. 


As of March I, 1968 a total 
of 219 city sales tax elections 
had been held with the 
voters 
approving the tax in 189 
i n - 
stances and rejecting in 
30. 
Nearly all of the major 
cities 
that have held elections 
have 
approved the sales tax, and 
it 
is estimated that something in 
the neighborhood of 637o of the 
total population of Texas is or 
w ill soon be paying a 2P]o sales 
tax made up of a VJo state 
tax 
and l°]o city tax. In 14 c i t i e s 
the local tax became effective 
on January 1, 1968. It w ill go 
into effect on April I in 146 ci­ 
ties and in the last 29 addition­ 
al cities on July I. 
It is interesting to note that 
Dallas expects to collect 
$8 
m illion from the I °]o tax which 


is 13J5Pjo of what it c o l l e c t s 
from property taxes. 
Houston 
expects to collect $12,500,000 
which is 18.770 of its 
property 
tax collections. San 
Antonio 
expects to collect $5 
million 
which is 21.97o of its 
property 
tax collections. 


STATE SHARE 
Two percent of all the mon­ 
ey collected by the state 
for 
the cities w ill remain in 
the 
state treasury. This means that 
if Dallas is successful in c o I - 
leering the $8 m illion the state 
w ill retain $160,000 to pay for 


the collection of the tax. 
If 
San Antonio is successful 
in 
collecting the $5 million, 
it 
will pay to the state $100,000, 
If Houston is successful in col­ 
lecting its $12,500,000 it w ill 
pay to the state $250,000. 
The Constitution of 
the 
State of Texas specifically ex­ 
empts the taxation of 
farm 
products in the hands of 
the 
producer and fam iliy supplies 
fear home and farm use are ex­ 
empt from all taxation. 
This 
provision of th e Constitution 
may be set aside by a 
two- 
thirds vote of all elected legis­ 
lators in both houses (Sec. 19, 
Art. 8). There are other 
sec­ 
tions of the Constitution 
that 
raise serious doubt which 
r e ­ 
gard to the constitutionality of 
this type of taxation.

Downy Mildew 
Sorghum Threat 


Downy mildew of 
g r a i n 
sorghum is a disease that has 
caused considerable d a m a g e 
in some areas during the 
past 
two or three growing 
seasons. 
This disease can overwinter in 
the soil, and then infect s y s ­ 
tem ically the small 
sorghum 
seedlings as they come out 
of 
the ground. For this r e a s o n 
sorghum fields where 
downy 
mildew was present should 
be 
rotated with crops not related 
to sorghum (cotton, 
vegeta­ 
bles, etc.) in order to 
m i n i ­ 
mize further damages due to 
this disease. 


The sweet sorghum or 
sor- 
gos, as a group, are relatively 
resistant to downy mildew; the 
sorghum-sudan forage hybrids, 
again as a group, are relative­ 
ly susceptible to downy 
rn i 1- 
dew. There may be e x c e p ­ 
tions within each group.
